Binry, Dec, 90, -The dospute over the
governmoat's communnal bill theeitens o so-
sious orisis. Ministor of the Intevior Herols
furth, finding o majority of tLe committeo
bent upon amendinents proserving several
feudal privileges whish the bill alned to
abalish, conferved with his colicagues, who
authorized him o luforn the committea that
if the lindtag supported the amendments, "1t
would be tmmediatoly dissolved. A sharp
dispute followed, the vonseryative  members
of the committee declaring that the govern-
ment was taking a line ruinous to the aris-
tocraey, which, they held, was the backbone
of the monarchy, The committee wljourned
until Jonuary 1 and several of the members
will consult Bismarck on the crisis and ask
hiim to appear and lead the opposition,

The Post, copservative, warns Its party
thnt dissolution on such a question would re-
sult in a Hberal majority,

The prugressists rejolee at  the prospect of
dissolution, but it Is not thought the couser-
vatives will risk o geoeral vlection.,

Prince Wililam of Nassauy, helr to the
throne of Luxemburg, and the richest among
Europenan princes aftor the czarewitch, it 18
rirported will be betrothed to Prineess  Mar-
garethe, sister of the empevor. The mur-
ringe would be a  stop toward the ultimate
ahsorption of Luxemburg by Germuny.

Another of the hostiles, Crow Dog, who
has suceeeded in getting away from the hos-
tiles, has put in an appoarance ab the agency,
He is the man whae killed Spotted Tail in o
private quarrel in 15882 by kuoifing him, Crow
Dog brings a picce of news. He says that
while he was with the hostiles in the bad
lands a party of them out stealing eattle
found that one of their number, a young man
named White Horse, one the Carlisle students,
was missing. After the raild the party
went back snd found that White Horse had
receiveda his death wounds at the hands of
the white ranchwoman whom they had
robbed. While yet struggling in his death
agony White Horse, with thie nerve for which
his race is 80 renowned, had started what by
that time had proven a great praire  fire.
Crow Dog says that White Horse exclaimed,
sEducation does not wipe out the wrongs of
the white man o my race

The Washington dispatehios fn yesterday's
Bue, received this noon, tothe effect that
congress wanted and would uphold  the wip-
fg out of the hostiles by tho military, made
a great impression hore throughout both the
ageney and camp, particalaely the latter,
SWhat more is neaded for the military to go
to the bad lands and end this now almost
farce! is the question upon nearly every
tongue.
